Never wenr o shoe that pinches the heel
Never wear a shoe or boot =o large In
the heel that the faot I not ln\;-t In pince.
Never wear a shoe or boot thght anywhere.
Nover wear a shoe or boot that has de-

| presslons In any part of the sole to drop

Any joint below the level plane.

Never wesir o =hoe with & sole turned up
viry much at the toes, az this cags=s the
cords on the upper part of the foot fo con-
tract.

Never wear 'a shos that prosses up into
the hollow of the foot.

Never come from high heels to low heejg
at one jump.

Never wear one palr of shoes all the time
uniees ohliged to do 0. Two pair of boota
worn a day at a time alternately last longer
and are much more healthful.

Never weur a shorl stocking, or one which
after being washed is nat at least one-half
inch longer than the {aot. Bear in mind
that stockings shrink. He sure that they
will ailow your toes to spread out at tha
extreme ends, as this keeps the juints in

lace and makes a sirong and attractive

ant.
